News blackout 
on Canal area

TEL AVIV. -- A total news biack- 
out was imposed on southern Sinai 
and the Suez Cana! front yesterday.

The Egyptian President neverthe- 
less stressed that ‘his country will 
abide by “no commitment other 
than the Hberation of 411 the oe- 
eupied lands,” and said Egypt will 
preserve its “right to behave in ac- 
cordance with what it faces.” 

He said the new standstill would 
be a testing period for Israel to 
demonstrate its willin; to im- 
plement the November 1967 Secu- 
rity Council resolution. Israel would 
have to effect a partial pull back 
from the eastern bank of the Suez 
Canal as a preliminary step towards 
complete withdrawal, he said. Term- 
ing this proposal an “Egyptian ini- 
tiative,” ‘Sadat said that Egypt 
would then consider the reopening 
of the Canal to states affected by 
the waterway's closure after the 
Six Day War. 


NOTE TO NIXON 

The Egyptian President said he had 
reviewed the Middle East situation 
in Cairo last month with Soviet 
President Nikolai Podgorny, and 
had also exchanged messages with 
U.S. President Nixon. Emphasizing 
America's “total bias” towards Is- 
rael, he said that Mr. Nixon had 
not told him what the U.S. wanted 
in the Middle Bast. He added thet 
he was not expecting to receive 
an answer to the question in the 
future either. 


The Egyptian President did not 
say he was actually extending the 
cease-fire but indicated rather that 
Egypt would observe a four-week 
de facto truce. This position is be- 
lieved to have been decided upon by 
Bgypt'’s National Defence Council, 
the country’s highest policy-making 
authority, even before Cairo recei- 
ved U Thant’s appeal. It is believed 
to be a compromise between the 
Jeadership's two main factions which 
differ over the coustry's policy 
towards Dr. Jarring’s mission.

Sadat said that he had en- 
couraged the recent exchange of 
letters between ‘Foreign Minister 
Mahmoud Riad and U.S. Secretery 
of State William Rogers, “in search 
for further clarifications” of the 
American stand.

The Swedes, in view of 
their close economic links to the 
other Scandinavian countries, are 
not so much set on a free trade 
area, They might also consider a 
customs union. 

Generally, the situation of Swe- 
den differs to ‘some extent from 
that: of Switzerland and Austria 
because Swedish neutrality rests on 
no law or international treaty. but 
merely on the will of the Swedish 
Government. Sweden could there- 
fore even join the Common Market 
as full member if it wished, though 
the question then could be raised 
how far Swedish neutrality still 
exists. 

For Austria and Switzerland a 
purely economic agreement is the 
aim. For Austria it is to be reached 
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in two stages, an interim and a 
final agreement. There is also ge- 
neral consensus in the neutral coun- 
tries that an agreement between 
Britain and the Common Market is 
@ precondition. If Britain joins the 
Common Market as a full member 
then ἔπε European Free ‘Trade 
Area {EFTA) ceases to exist. Un- 
less the neutral EFTA members, 
including Austria in such a case, 
come to an agreement with the 
Common Market, the industrial ta- 
riffs between the EFTA countries 
which have been -abolished would 
have to be reintroduced. That 
would be a blow to their trade. 


New situation 


Tf Britain's negotiations with the 
BEC fail, then a new situation 
arises.. But it is not possible for 
the other EFTA countries to wait 
until the British question has been 
decided one way or the other. This 
iss why parallel’ negotiations are 
unavoidable. 

It remains to be seen how far 
the EEC Commission, which until 
now has preferred the idea of 5 
customs union with the neutral 
countries to a free trade zone with- 
out a common tariff wall, is 
ready to make concessions. In Aus- 
tria it is thought that neither the 
EEC sense of tidiness nor the Com- 
mission's desire not to create prece- 
dents stand in the way of a Ilbe- 
ral agreement with the neutrals.

In the parallel’ talks be- 
tween East and West Germany on 
improving their relations, thé East 


duce the Berlin question so as to 
underline their claim to sovereignty 
over the access routes to the city. 
The West Germans have been resist- 
ing this on the grounds that the 
status of Berlin and access to it 
are matters for the four Allied 
Powers. 

But now two other factors seem 
to be slowing down the four-Power 
talks on Berlin. One is Russia, the 
other is the United States. The Rus- 
sians appear to have been upset by 
the decision of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organisation (NATO) Mints- 
terial meeting last December that 
Western acceptance of the So- 
viet proposal for a European secu- 
rity conference must be conditional 
on a satisfactory Berlin settlement. 
The Russians regard this as going 
beyond their understanding with 
Chancellor Brandt that a Berlin 
agreement was necessary for rati- 
fication of the Soviet-German treaty. 

Because they believe the West 
Germans played a big part in the 
adoption of the NATO decision, the 
Russians apparently think that Bonn 
has raised its price and complicated 
the discussions of a security confe- 
rence to which Moscow attaches 
great importance. 


Miscalculation 


There seems to have been a mis- 
understanding or miscalculation he- 
re. For the West Germans argue 
that they have not gone back on 
their understanding with Moscow but. 
have only followed through the lo- 
gie of their position. They claim 
that a European security conference 
would have much more meaning af- 
ter Soviet-German and Polish- 
German treaties are ratified than 
while their ratification is still in 
suspense, But to secure ratification 
a Berlin settlement is needed.

_ Delhi was warned 
of Fatah hijackers

NEW DSLHIL — 
A DELHI newspaper warned the 
Indian Government last Septem- 
ver “that Pakistan is understood to 
have specially trained four guerrillas 
in the methods of hijacking planes" 
so that they could capture IndJan 
aircraft flying between Srinagar 
and Jammu in Kashmir. “Newsday,” 
en evening tabloid, said the men 
were belleved to have been trained 
by Arab terrorists in Jordan and 
had been sm across the Pa- 
kistan border into India. They had 
‘been instructed to synchronise their 
hijack attempts with the prasence 
of Indian leaders among the pas- 
sengers. 

The state-owned internal airlines 
took the report sufficiently serious- 
ly to circulate it among its pilots, 
the “Hindustan Times" of New Del- 
hi said yesterday. 

Another correspondent of the 
same newspaper in Srinagar said 
secessionist elements in Kashmir or- 


ganised in groups like Fatah and. 


the so-called National Liberation 
Front had been trained to adopt “'so- 


phisticated” methods to win their 
The correspondent writes: “The 
members of this Fatah gang -are 
doctors, engineers, graduates and 
other similarly qualified persons 
who are supposed to be better equip- 
ped than thelr opponents, the peo- 
Ple who have to maintain law and 
order.” 

His report said that the organiser 
of last Saturday's hijack, Ashraf 
Qureshi, had duped the security au- 
thorities in Kashmir and got him- 
self employed in the border security 
force of the Indian Government In 
the territory. 

Other news reports from Srina- 
gar point to the conclusion that Pa- 
Kistani agents have infiltrated the 
state admivistration and its secu- 
rity agencies and set up cells for 
sabotage and subversion. 

Amid reports of growing anger 
and demonstrations throughout the 
country against Tuesday's destruc- 
tion of the hijacked plane at La- 
hore, West Pakistan, India has en- 
forced very strict checks on pas- 
sengers and visitors at al] termi- 
pals.

Hemophiliac survives 
open-heart surgery 


CHICAGO (AP). — 
[T= first hemophiliac to under- 
$o open heart surgery was re- 
leased from a hospital on Wednes- 
day. His doctor said the operation's 
success means that hemophilta vic- 
tims now can undergo any deHcate 
surgery, ‘including heart transplants. 
Warren C. Jyrch, 50, an account- 
ant,, underwent surgery on Decem- 
ber 15 in Michael Reese Hospital. 
ΙΑ, defective valve connecting the 
aorta and the left side of the heart 
was replaced by an artificial vaive 
in a 713-hour operation. 


The usually-delicate surgery was’ 


compounded because Mr. Jyrch suf- 
fers from hemophilia, a hereditary 
Gisease that prevents blood from 
coagulating. Doctors prepared Mr. 
Jyreh for surgery by injecting him 
with a recently developed antthe- 
mophitiac globulin-AHG, 

“The odds were with him all the 
way,” said Dr. S. Frederick Rabi- 
ner, head of the hematology team 
that joined in the surgery. Dr? Ra- 
. Diner and the heart surgeon, Dr. 
Stanley K. Brockman, joined Jyrch 
at a news conference prior to his 
release. ᾿ 

Dr. Judith Poole of Stanford de- 
veloped the process about five yeara 
ago, Dr. Raber sald. He explained 
‘that the coagulant is made by freez- 
ing plasma, drawing off the preci- 
pitate, allowing it to thaw to re- 
frigerator temperature, and then 
‘bringing it to solution at room tem- 
perature prior to use.

JERUSALEM REACTION 

Our Diplomatic “Correspondent 
adds: 

In Jerusalem, official reaction to 
the Sadat speech was conspicuous 
largely for its brevity last night. 
The speech merited careful study 
for such light as it threw on Egypt's 
policies, it was said, but: substantive 
comment was avoided, except for a 
reiteration of Premier Gokia's Meir's 
statements in Tel Aviv. 

Some observers in the Capital con- 
ceded, however, that Sadat’s proposal 
for the reopening of the Suez Canal 
upon the withdrawal of Israel troops 
from the east bank, was not only a 
self-serving but a smart move, likely 
to strike a responsive chord in many 
countries which find themselves hurt 
by the Canal’s closing. 

Since June 12, 1967, it ‘had been 
Egypt's adamant position that the 
Canal could not be cleared for pas- 
sage of ships until all Israeli troops 
had been evacuated from all of 
Sinai. 

Meanwhile, keen interest has been 
aroused in Jerusalem by the publica- 
tion in “The New York Times” yes- 
terday of the contents of a recent 
note by UsS. Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers to Egyptian For- 
eign Minister Mahmoud Riad, in 
which the original Rogers border 
plan had allegedly been revived. The 
reliability of the “Times” report was 
the subject of discussions between 
Israel and American officials both 
in Jerusalem and in Washington, it 
was disclosed. | 

The Israel Government remains 
Opposed not only to the substance 
of the Rogers plsa, but to the im- 
PHed claim of an outside power to 
share in the actual process of peace- 
making between Israel and the Arab 
states.

Wall Street hopes for recovery 


NEW YORK. — The Dow Jones 
morning market comment pointed 
out that the Stock Market tontinued 
to appear to many analysts’ to be 
heading for more near-term gains, 
though they warn that profit-taking 
may produce some downward lapses. 

Analysts generally say the main 
motivation force behind the mar- 
ket currently is the determination 
of the Nixon Administration to sti- 
mulate the economy.

began in mid-November. Analysts 
consider Wednesday’s late market 
rebound to be characteristic of its 
recent pattern. Profit taking ero- 
ded the market in early trading, 
but by the close it had used up the 
small overall gain. 

Stocks opened higher Thursday 
with advancing issues narrowly lea- 
ding decliners, and the Dow Jones 
Industrial Average hardly changed.
